At the 
New .Jei-scv ioa, the horticulturist 
has been trying to develop seedless to- 
matoes by crossing, and he has prac- 
tically succeeded. Ordinarily a tomato 
contains haadreds of seeds, bat the 
ones beias produced at the staUon 
mentioned coataip few seeds, and 
some of them are seedless. One va- 
riety has been named the Giant on 
account of the very large size the 
plant attains. It was ])roduced by 
crossing the Golden Sunrise upon 
Dwarf Champion, and selecting the 
best for a number of yeais. Attempts 
to cross this variety with others have 
failed. 

At the Wisconsin station Prof. Sand- 
sten has been trying to reach the 
same end by feeding the plants a very 
large fsatity of piaat food. Meat of 
his trials w«i« carried ea in the green 
houses where he fertOiMd at the 
of 8M pMBda of aitnte of soda. fltO 
pounds ct BUiphBiu of potash aal 1.- 
000 pooads of dessieated boae per 
acre. He found that he was able to get 
tomatoes with a smaller number of 
seeds than usual, and in some cases 
the plants produced fruit having abso- 
lutely no seeds. Th< se had to be prop- 
agated l)y cuttings, but when they 
were grown outside of the greenhouse 
they ])roduced larger ftait ttaa hMide 
the greenhouse. 

Much is to be exiiected from this 
kind of work, which if it continues 
will flood the world with new varie- 
ties of plants, says Farmers' Review. 
The tomato is a good plant oa which 
to operate, as it is easily propagated 
by aMBBs of cattiass. its rapid growth 
aad great findtfaiBeas audce it pos- 
sible to early deletadae resolts. Tbere 
are quicliei results obtained beeanse 
the tomato as we now have it is an 
artificial product and so lends itself 
very easily to variations. Hut what can 
be accomplished with the tomato can 
be accomplished in a lesser degree on 
jflants less subject to variation. In the 
production of the seedless tomato 
great truihs are 
demonstrated.

The best cover crop for orchards in 
Elaine tests has been rye. It prevents 
the washing of cultivated biUsides in 
winter an<: early spring. 

Kuds inArted last month shouM be 
watched; do not allow the ties to 
choke the trees. Baddiag may still 
be done. — ^Farm Journal. 

Keep an eye open for tent cater- 
pillars. When foimd. wrap a rag 
around the end of a long stick, sat- 
urate the rag with kerosiTK-. ignite 
the torch, and then quickly burn out 
tte pests. 

Value of Ornamental Trees. 
Few farmers realize the value of or- 
namental trees to the fann. This is 
one of the first things that should be 
looked after wliea a maa comes iato 
possession of a farai. He shonld have 
a competent landscape artist mak» 
him plans for the effective placfaig of 
ornassentad trees, where they will not 
interfere with farm work nor shade 
too much the buildings of the farm. 
These trees will be growing into mon- 
ey from year to year. If the time 
■ comes that the owner wishes to sell 
I the farm, he will find it far easier to 
I do so if it hi beautiful with trees.
